The persecution of the saints, which 
beg an w ith the murder of Stephen, con­ 
tinued under Saul as a leader or at 
least a v ery activ e persecutor, for he 
is said to hav e entered ev ery house 
and committed men and women to 
prison. 
The persecution was so g reat 
that it is said that alt the believ ers, 
ex cept 
the apostles, 
were scattered 
abroad throug h J udea and Samaria, 
bur they went ev ery where preaching 
the word, and thus God made the 
wrath of man to praise Ilim (v erses 
1-4; Vs. lx x v i, 10). 
Philip, the second 
of the sev en Spirit filled men who were 
chosen to serv e tables, now’ comes to 
the front as a preacher and is the 
prominent worker in the rest of this 
chapter. 
First we see him preaching 
Christ in the city of Samaria and 
working miracles, the people g iv ing 
heed with one accord so that there was 
g reat joy in that city , many men and 
women believ ing the words of Philip 
concerning J esus Christ and the king 
dom of God and confessing the same 
by baptism (v erses 5-8 . 12). 
There was a man in Samaria who 
had been bewitching and deceiv ing the 
people by sorcery , drawing people to 
himself as a g reat man, but when lie 
sa w g reater works wroug ht by Philip 
he naturally became interested and 
professed himself a believ er and was 
baptized. 
But Peter and J ohn, hav ing 
come from J erusalem to help in the 
g ood work, found him out when he 
offered them money if they W’ould g iv e 
him the power of the Holy Spirit 
(v erses 9 -25). 
The g ifts of God can­ 
not be boug ht, nor does a true mes­ 
seng er of Christ ev er seek any honor 
or g lory for himself, for the Lord J e­ 
sus nev er soug ht His own will nor 
His own g lory and told the people that 
they could not believ e unless they 
soug ht honor from God only (J ohn v , 
30, 44; v i, 38 ; v iii, 50). 
The Holy Spirit 
nev er 
honors 
any 
mere 
man, 
but 
throug h men honors J esus Christ 
We must cease from men and see no 
man sa v e J esus only (Isa. ii, 22; Mark 
ix , 8 ). 
When Peter and J ohn had help 
ed the believ ers in Samaria they also 
preached the word of the Lord in many 
Samaritan v illag es as they journey ed 
back to J erusalem (14 to 17 and 25). 
The Lord J esus bad said before Ills 
ascension that when they receiv ed the 
power of the Holy Spirit they would 
be Ilis witnesses not only In J erusalem 
and Samaria, but unto the uttermost 
part of the earth (Acts i, 8 ). 
The first 
part was being fulfilled, but some of 
the ends of the earth hav e not heard 
y et a fter nearly 1,9 00 y ears. 
How- 
g reat is His patience! 
In the power 
of God. manifest in the w’ords and 
works of the apostles and ev ang elists, 


we hav e seen something of the mier 
est of heav en in the work of g iv ing 
the g ood news to men. 
We hav e also 
seen the ministry of ang els in taking 
Peter and J ohn out of prison and send­ 
ing them to preach in 
the temple 
(chapter v , 19 . 20). and now, while 
Philip is busy in the midst of this 
g reat w-ork in Samaria, a messeng er 
from heav en is sent to him to tell him 
to leav e it all and g o away down to 
the desert road from J erusalem to 
Gaza, but seeming ly without g iv ing 
any reason as to wiiy he should do 
this. 
Did ev er a busy preacher of the g os­ 
pel receiv e such a strang e command? 
There did not seem to be any reason 
or common sense in it, but rather an 
interference with a g reat soul sav ing 
work. 
Mig ht not Philip seem justified 
in say ing , ¡is Nohemiah once did, “ I am 
doing a g reat work, so that I cannot 
come down?” 
(Nell, v i, 3). 
It wa s an 
ev il spirit who was seeking Nehemiah. 
but it was the risen Christ who sent His 
ang el to Philip because he sa w a man of 
Ethiopia retuming frotn J erusalem with­ 
out hav ing heard the g ospel, althoug h 
the apostles were at J erusalem. 
I see 
two or or three important thing s here 
—the necessity of try ing the spirits to 
see whether they are of God (I J ohn 
iv , 13), the necessity of alw’ay s mak­ 
ing plain the way of life in Christ lest 
some hung ry seeking soul 
may g o 
away without knowing how to be sa v ­ 
ed and the necessity of prompt obedi­ 
ence when God speaks, no matter how 
unreasonable it may seem to us. 
We are g lad to read that Philip arose 
and went (v erse 27 ). 
If he had any 
committee to consult he would prob­ 
ably hav e been hindered; 
but, like 
Samuel, lie wa s a man of God and 
had an ear for God and a willing hea rt 
It is certainly most interesting to see 
this trav eler, 
this treasurer of the 
queen of Ethiopia, reading the book 
of Isaiah as he journey ed and to be 
just at the place which told of a suf­ 
fering Messiah, which we ca ll Isa. liil, 
7 , 8 , when a strang er approached the 
chariot, and, hearing the words being 
read (for he was ev idently reading or 
being rend to aloud), he asked. “ Uuder- 
standest thou what thou readest?” Then 
followed the inv itation to Philip to ride 
and to ex plain t lie Scripture, and wTe see 
a henrt opened to receiv e J esus Christ 
as Sav iour and Messiah, a desire and 
readiness to confess Him In baptism, 
and a truly happy man went on his 
way rejoicing , hav ing found in his 
chariot, by the word of God, what he 
had not found in J erusalem. The Spir­ 
it of the Lord, who controlled Philip 
(v erses 29 . 39 ). carried him to Azotus. 
find he went on preaching ev ery where.

Attem pt of Crown Prince’s Army to 


Make Headway at Verdun More Fu­ 


tile Than Heretofore— French A rtil­ 


lery Active and Effective. 


Paris. 
March 
17.— In 
the 
Verdun 
sectors the Germans repeated their at 
tempt to gain possession of the height 
of Le Mort Homme to the west of the 
Meuse, in which they were defeated 
several 
days 
ago. 
Their 
efforts 
achieved even less success than that 
which preceded it and the Germans, 
fa iling to secure a foothold anywhere 
In the French lines, were forced to 
fa ll back to the Hois Des Corbeaux. 
No sooner had they begun their re­ 
treat than the French artillery oj>ened 
a concentrated tire upon them, caus­ 
ing serious losses in their ranks 
This was the only offensive attempt­ 
ed by the Germans in this sector, al­ 
though on the right bank of the river 
the artillery of both sides greatly in­ 
creased its activity in the regions of 
Douaumont and Vaux. German troops 
in 
movements in 
this region 
were 
brought under the French fire on sev­ 
eral occasions, suggesting that these 
troops may have been intended for 
some 
infantry 
action 
which 
was 
blocked by the effectiveness of the 
French 
guns. 
Doth artilleries con­ 
tinued the cannonading on the slopes 
between the Woevre plain and the 
heights of the Meuse 
During the night the French artil­ 
lery gave particular attention to the 
district west of Douaumont. where the 
Germans were building defense works. 
Th e French bombardment of Ger­ 
man positions in the region of Xieu- 
port. Belgium, resulted, according to 
reports of French patrols, in complete­ 
ly destroying the German eommunicat- I 
ing trenches about La Flage and a 
number of enemy fatalities. 
Advices from Petrograd describe re­ 
m arkable progress in Persia of the 
Russian troops, who are moving swift­ 
ly over difficult roads and in the face 
of considerable opposition toward the 
Mesopotamian frontier where shortly 
they expect to he in touch with the

W ith Central Powers Likely to Be 


Reopened as Result. 


Washington,

17.— Unofficial 
reports of the sinking of the Dutch 
passenger ship Turbania and the at­ 
tempted torpedoing of the French pas­ 
senger steamship Patria, has reached 
the state departmcnt. The department 
is suspending judgment until it has 
the facts, but investigation by the U ni­ 
ted States is certain. 
The submarine 
issue with the central powers may 
again become acute as a result. 
Facts which appear already estab­ 
lished are that both vessels were un­

Americans aboard and in both cases 
the lives of these Americans were 
jeopardized 
Reports conflict as to 
whether the Turbania was torpedoed 
or struck a mine. 
German officials 
here say she probably struck a B rit­ 
ish mine, because she sank near a 
British lightship. Count von Bernstorff 
earlier in the day stated that the Ger­ 
man submarines never attack neutral 
ships. 
But in the Patria case there seems 
to be no divergenode of opinion rela­ 
tive to the attempt of a submarine to 
send this ship to the bottom, if state­ 
ments attributed to passengers are 
reliable. 
For this reason the Patria 
case may have an important bearing 
on the submarine issue. 
If it can be 
shown that the German or Austrian 
submarine 
deliberately came 
above 
the water to ascertain its prey and 
then, without warning, fired a torpedo, 
the many loopholes which have served 
heretofore to defeat 
President W il­ 
son’s 
“ strict 
accountability” dictum 
may disappear. 
The affair will be squarely joined, is 
is explained, and the offending power 
brought to a position of admitting that 
it intends to destroy passenger ships, 
regardless of the United States, or 
adhering to the president’s warning 
in the future. 
There is a growing feeling in dip­ 
lomatic circles here that both Ger­ 
many and Austria intend to pursue 
their submarine warfare without re- j 
gard to the wishes of any outside 
power. 
A pronounced tendency to re- j 
gard the long drawn out diplomatic 
parleys as something of a burlesque 
on international law is noted here and 
the reports concerning the Patria are | 
cited in proof of this.

The lack of guns on 
the passenger vessels, appears from i 
passenger’s account, seemed to have j 
made it easy for the submarine to get 
within close range and launch a tor- \ 
pedo in reply to the ship’s greeting.

Th e great nations 
of Europe made it plain to th e little 
principality th at th ey would not put a 
finger in Russia’s pie at th is stage of 
th e game. 
Russia was ready to go to 
w ar with h er groat neigh bor, Austria. 
Diplomacy —caution, if y ou will—made 
it imperative th at oth er nations sh ould 
sit tigh t and look to th eir own knitting, 
so to say . 
Not one could afford to be 
ch arged with befriending even in a 
roundabout way eith er of th e angry 
grumblers. 
It was only too well known in diplo­ 
matic circles th at Russia coveted th e 
railroads of Graustark as a means of 
th rowing troops into a remote and al­ 
most impregnable portion of Austria. 
I f th e debt w/ere paid promptly it would 
be impossible, according to interna­ 
tional law. for th e great Wh ite Bear to 
take over th ese roads and at least a 
portion of th e western border of th e 
principality .
